OV THE NATURE OF LAWS IN GENERAL 


The term law, in its general sense, signifies a 


rule of human action, whether animate or inani- 
mate, rational or irrational ; and perhaps theie is 
nothing more i n h u m a n or irrational than an ac 
tion at law. 
We talk ol the law of motion, as 


when one man springs towards another and 
knocks him down ; or the law ot gravitation, in 
obedience to which the person struck falls to the 
earth. 


It WP descend from animal to vegetable lile, 


we shall find the latter acting in conb runty with 
laws ol its own. 
The ordinary cabbage, from 


its first entering an appearance on the bed to its 
being finally taken in execution and thrust into 
the pot fur boiling, is governed by the common 
law of nature. 


Man, as we are all aware, is a creature endow- 


ed with reason and free w i l l ; but when he goes 
to law as plaintiff', his reason seems to have de- 
serted h i m ; while, if he stands in the position 
of defendant, it is generally against his free w i l l ; 
and thus, 'hat " noblest of animals," Man, is m 
a very ignoble predicament. 


Justinian has reduced the principles of law to 


three :—1st, that we should live honestly ; se- 
condly, that we should hurt nobody ; and, third- 
ly, that we should give every one his due. These 
principles have, however, been for some time ob- 
solete in ordinary legal practice. 
It is to be con- 


sidered thatjustice and human felicity were in- 
timately connected, but the paitnership seems 
to have been long ago dissolved ; though we 
cannot say at what particular period. 
That 


man should puisue his own true and substantial 
happiness, is said to be the foundation of ethics, 
or natural law; but if any one plunges into arti- 
ficial law with the vie'v of'pursuing Ins own true 
and substantial happiness," he will find himsell 
greatly mistaken. 


It is said that no human laws are ot any va- 


lidity it they are contrary to the law of nature ;

M I S C E L L A N E O U S . 


On the Study of the LHW. 


Every gentleman ourjht to know a little of 


rtat we do not mean to deny the validity of the 
" 
Law, and some others we could mention 


The law of nature contributes to the general 
happiness of men ; 
but it is in the nature of 


law tocontnbute only to the bappinessot the at- 
torney. 


Naturallaw is much easier of comprehension 


than human law ; for conscience, telling him 
what is right and what is wrong. 
'I he judg- 


ments ot that court ot conscience are infallible, 
and its decrees are never silent; for it is without 
an usher—which in this case means a husher— 
to preserve silence. 


The law of nations is a peculiar kind of law, 


and it is jjenerally settled bv recourse to pow- 
der and shot, so that the law ot nations is in the 
long run much the same thing as the common 
law. 


But we now come to the municipal or civil 


law, 
which is the subject of the present chapter, 


Ihougn we have not yet said a word regarding i' 
Municipal law is defined to be "a 
rule of c i v i l 


conduct, prescribed by the supreme power in a 
state, commanding what is right, and prohibiting 
what is wrong." 
Such was the definition of 


PufFendorf—whose name is probably a corrup- 
tion of Puffing 
off, 
for he puffs off the law most 


outrageously whenever he can find an opportu- 
nity of doing so. 


It is called a "rule" to distinguish it from an 


agreement, for a rule must be complied with 
"willy nilly," according to Bacon, or "willy ye 
nil! ye," according to Coke 


It is a rule of "ciril conduct," because the mu- 


nicipal law insists on civil conduct, particularly 
tiom omnibus cahs and cabmen. 


It is "prescribed" bcrnuse one is hound to take 


it, and a very disagreeable pill it is sometimes to 
swallow. 
It is one ol'the beautiful provisions of 


the English law, that not knowing it forms no 
excuse lor not obeying it. 
It is an ingenious 


fiction ol Butish policy that every person in the 
kingdom purchases every art of Parliament, and 
carefully reads it through ; therefore, there Chn 
be no possible excuse for being ignorant of Ihe 
laws that are made every spssion 


It ia reported of Caligula that he caused the 


laws of Romp to be wntlen in small characters, 
and stuck up so high that the citizens could not 
rend them, thonrrh perhaps the higher classes, 
who, it is presumed, could nfford to purchase 
opera glasses, were enabled to make themselves 
acquainted with the edicts.

The declaratory says so and so 
is wrong, and tlie directory immediately says it 
shall not be done, but it sometimes contrives to 
say so in such very c i v i l arid mysterious terms ai 
to leave people in doubt whether they may do a 
thing or may not, unti they find all of a sudden 
they are put in possession of its true meaning, 
and punished for not having been able to under- 
stand it. 


It is remedial, for it gives a remedy. Thus, if 


you are deprived of'yuur right, you have the 
remedy of a law suit, which is a great luxury no 
doubt, though rather an expensive one 


It is also vindicatory, for it attaches a penalt7, 


and such is the m.ijesty of law, that, whether 
right or wrong, lie is sure to have to bear a por- 
tion ol tlie penalty who presumes in any way to 
meddle with it.

penalty on crime was a sort of tax on Sin, which 
might be defined without legard to Sin-tax. Put- 
f'endorf tells us that the law forbidding a layman
